The government is finding difficulty 
in ascertaining the fate of the many 
foreigners who were in the earth­ 
quake zone at the time of the catastro­ 
phe, inquiries concerning whom are 
coming from all quarters of the globe. 
The commander of the battleship Ad­ 
miral Makbaroff, which has arrived 
With fugitives at Naples, confirms the 
report of the death of the American 
consul at Messina, Arthur S. Cheney, 
and his wife, who were buried in the 
ruins of the consulate. The number 
of Americans in Sicily and Southern 
Italy is believed to he small, and sev­ 
eral of them are reported to have 
been staying at Taormina, which is 
on the east coast about thirty miles 
southwest of Messina. According to 
the latest reports this place suffered 
no harm from the earthquake. 
All the sovereigns and the heads 
of states of the foreign governments 
have sent expressions of warmest sym­ 
pathy 
and

condolence. 
France’s message was especially warm 
and she is dispatching five warships 
from Toulon to Messina, which is 
hailed as a token of love from a sis­ 
ter race. 
The minister of marine has received 
word that the steamships Taormina 
and Campania, laden with 45,000 beds 


left Genoa bound for Messina. Other 
steamers also bountifully stocked are 
on their way to the stricken cities 
from various ports. 
The dispatches from the stricken 
rone say that a large army would be 
required to cope with even the press­ 
ing needs of the unfortunate people, 
who are roaming about half-clad and 
starving, some of them dragging arti­ 
cles of clothing from the smouldering 
ruins to protect themselves from the 
piercing winds. Terrible suffering is 
Inevitable before the much needed re­ 
lief stores can arrive. 
The rescue parties, military, naval 
and civil, of different nationalities are 
performing prodigies, t>ut the task 
before them Js almost hopeless. Add* I 
to the difficulty of obtaining food and 
water, there are no drugs or surgical 
appliances. 
Heartbreaking

tor help are heard on every side, to 
which only the most inadequate re­ 
sponse is possible. Temporary hos­ 
pitals are being rigged up, but only 
a comparatively few can be relieved 
and the scenes of horror defy descrip­ 
tion. 
The survivors of the earth­ 
quake are suffering cruel extremities 
and fn Messina may be seen every­ 
where vainly searching in the dust 
and debris for morsels of food. 
Villages Suffered Severely. 
Late dispatches state that the city 
of Palmi contains 1,500 dead and 
twice as many injured.

Naples, Dec. 31.—Time only con­ 
firms the unspeakable horrors of the 
overpowering 
catastrophe. 
History 
perhaps never will divulge its suprem­ 
est individual tragedies, for earth and 
sea ruthlessly claimed thousands of 
human beings, and the flames merci­ 
lessly completed the unfinished devas­ 
tation. 
Naples, vibrant with the memory of 
Vesuvius, Is prostrated anew at the 
misery and woe from Messina con­ 
fided to her care. The hotels and 
homes are crowded with refugees and 
the people are vicing with one another 
in aiding the stricken. 
Those who have explicit knowledge 
on the subject agree that the center 
of the cataclysm was the Strait of 
Messina, which also is the center of 
the volcanic zone whose highest peak. 
Etna, is now silent. 
From this base. 
the

abating little by little, northerly as 
far as Cape Vatlcano and southerly 
as far as the Bay of Catania, ravag­ 
ing the western region of Calabria and 
the eastern coast of Sicily for a dis­ 
tance of nearly IOO miles.

Vineyards are no more; wav­ 
ing rows of lemon, orange and olive 
trees have been torn up and the en­ 
chanting coast line, with its soft and 
fragrant foliage, has been converted 
into a hideous desert. 
Reggio, whose 
gay aspect set off the severity of the 
mountains, and Palmi, perched jaunti­ 
ly amid orange and olive trees, have 
become mere blots on the horizon. 
The wounded refugees present a 
sickening sight. 
Some aj^pear hardly 


human; others among the fugitives 
have no apparent injuries, hut are in 
such a deplorable mental condition 
that they seem the worst of all. The 
horror of that, tragic minute is in­ 
eradicably fixed upon their faces. On 
the relief ships the refugees were 
heaped everywhere.

Preliminary Hearing on Proposed 
Cut-Off Channel for Missis­ 


sippi River Today 


IS BEFORE JUDGE MCCLENAHAN 


State {Engineer Estimates That 
Cost of the Ditch Will Be 
About $165,000 
The preliminary hearing on the pro­ 
posed cut-off in the Mississippi river to 
protect Aitkin and adjoining] country 
from floods was taken up before Judge 
McClenahan this afternoon, in cham­ 
bers. 
George A. Ralph, the state drainage 
engineer, came up from St. Paul last 
night to attend the hearing and* gave 
T he Dispatch some very interesting 
data regarding the proposed cut-off 
channel. The ditch, if constructed, will 
be fitted with dam and locks at the up­ 
per end so that the water from the riv­ 
er will be turned into it only in case of 
exceptional high water, when there is 
danger of excessive overflow. 
The 
state drainage commission has already 
made a preliminary survey of the pro­ 
posed improvement and compiled esti­ 
mates of the cost. 
According to the 
estimates prepared the total cost will 
be about $165,000, of which the propos­ 
al is that the state donate $25,000 out 
of the state drainage funds, in addition 
to the paying of the same assessments 
on state lands benefitted as are paid on 
private lands. 
The estimate, roughly 
made by the edgineers of the drainage 
commission, is that there would be 
about 45,000 acres benefitted, but Mr 
Ralph states that others tell him that 
the area benefitted would be much 
larger. 
The proposed ditch would be from 90 
to IOO feet in width at the top, with an 
average depth of 18 feet, and would be 
given a slope of one foot to the mile, 
which, Mr. Ralph states is all which it 
would stand without the banks wash­ 
ing. The bottom of the ditch would be 
in blue clay, which would be a decided 
advantage in the matter of permanacy, 
nearly eliminating the danger of wash­ 
ing. 
The cut-off canal, if built, will be 
about seven miles in length and will 
start near Waldeck and will terminate 
at Pine Knoll. The entire valley of the 
Mississippi between these points is the 
bed of an extinct lake and in high water 
practically the entire lake bed is over­ 
flowed. 
Mr. Ralph states that the engineer­ 
ing force of the drainage commission 
will be much larger this winter than 
ever before, the commission having or­ 
dered a survey of the Minnesota river 
from mouth to source to see what ac­ 
tion can be taken to avoid the repeti­ 
tion of the floods which have devast­ 
ated the valley of that river the past 
few years. The question of floods, he 
states, is getting to be a serious one. 
With the clearing of the forests from 
the hillsides^and the tiling of the lands 
in the valleys the water reaches the 
main streams so much more rapidly
